Because of a crowded cal- 
endar, Parrino said, it might not 
be possible to start the retrial 
until the early spring. 

Can Question Foreman. 

If the jurors remain dead- 
locked today, Judge Blythin can 
ask the foreman how the jurors 
stand. If he is told there is no 
hope of agreement, he can dis- 
charge them. This would neces- 
sitate another long and expen- 
sive trial. 

Courtroom veterans were un- 
able to remember any jury g0- 
ing so many hours without a 
verdict, or being held so long 
by a judge. 

The jurors took the case at 
10:13 a.m. Friday. 

Bailiffs took the jurors to 
the county clerk’s office: before 
the day’s session in an 
unsuccessful attempt to get them 
their pay. Because the checks 
were not yet made out, the pay 
was withheld until noon. Jurors 
are paid $5 daily. In addition, 
the county pays their food and 
lodging during ‘deliberations.

In agreeing with the commit- 
tee’s recommendations, Warden 
Ralph Eidson, acting head of the 
department of corrections, said 
recently several hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of property 
might have been saved if the 
prison had owned a fire truck 
when the disastrous Sept. 22 riot 
took place, 

Prison officials declined to 
order Jefferson City firefight- 
ers inside the penitentiary walls 
because they feared for their 
safety. Rioting was out of hand 
when the blazes were set with 
hundreds of yelling convicts 
having the run of the place. 
Trained prison firefighters 
could have reached the fires, 
Eidson declared, and could have 
stopped spread of the fires with 
up-to-date equipment. The com- 
mittee in its inspection of the 
prison found worn out hoses, un- 
inspected e ers and 
other evidence of decay and 
waste. The fires resulted in

SAFI, Morocco, Dec. 20 (UP) 
— Clouds of locusts swarming 
out of the southern desert were 
within 16 miles of this city to- 
day, and authorities mobilized 
1000 men to try to keep them 
out of the fertile north. 

Safi, second port of Morocco’s 
French zone, lies about 90 miles 
down the coast from Casablanca. 

French farm officials are 
spraying tons of poison onto 
crops in the line of the locust 
advance, and individual plant- 
ers are using bonfires and kero- 
sene sprays to fight the insects. 

In some places, dead locusts 
are piled 14 inches deep, but} 
still they are swarming north in 
vast clouds—one said to be 
nearly 400 miles long. 

Farm sources say the locusts 
already have ruined this year's 
crop of some commodities, and 
may endanger next year’s un- 
less the advance is checked. 


NEW MIAMI HOTEL 
OPENING ; ROOMS

MIAMI BEACH, Dec. 20 (UP) 
—Florida’s winter season offi- 
cially begins t with the 
opening of the Fontainebleau 
Hotel, a $14,000,000 nugget for 
the booming Gold Coast.

SOVIET NOTES WOO

LONDON, Dec. 20 (UP) — 
Russian sent notes this weekend

DULLES REPORT 


Secretary Returns to 
U.S., Tells. of Confer-

“That enabled us to exchange 
views on a good many matters,” 
Dulles said. “We did not try to 
make any decision, but it 
brought our thinking in line and 
was very useful.” 

Dulles called the North At- 
lantic Treaty Ccuncil session a 
“good meeting” and said he 
would discuss it in more detail 
at a press conference tomorrow.

One of the crash survivors 
said Rosalia had managed to get 
clear of the wrecked plane and 
he had seen her struggling in 
the water. 

“Tl swam over to her,” said 
Frank Messina, of Mount Ver- 
non, N.Y., one of the survivors, 
‘and put her on two seats which 
had fallen out of the plane and 
were drifting nearby.” 

Messina said he went to get 
better floats and when he came 
back, Rosalia was gone. “The 
seats were still there. She 
wasn’t,” he said. 

Rosalia was going to Chicago 
with two other passengers from 
her hometown of Altaville; Sicily. 

The six survivors were in the 
rear of the plane and got out 
or were thrown clear when the 
tail cracked off. Two young stu- 
dents returning from Italy were 
uninjured and able to go home. 
The others were taken to hos- 
pitals. ; 

Critically injured was Giu- 
seppi Palmieri, 63, of New York 
City. Authorities at St. Joseph's 
Hospital reported that he con- 
tinually called for his wife, 
Margherita, 54, but has not been 
told she died in the crash.

The report contains something 
for everybody including even 
sex.

Attack on ‘Emptricism.’ 


As the report points out a lit- 
fle later in quoting Kinsey, he 
reaches no conclusion at all 
from his studies. This is part of 
the attack on “empiricism” — 
experimental science applied to 
human beings and thereby, ac- 
cording to the report, contraven- 
ing moral and legal principles. 
The committee report calls it 
“nose counting.” 

One of the main objects of 
attack in the report is the Social 
Science Research Council which 
is charged by the committee 
staff with having established an 
“interlock,” “tight control” over 
education, a kind of “intellec- 
tual cartel.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (UP) 
Senator William F. Knowland 
(Rep.), California, said today the 
United States will invite World 
War III if it pays any “black- 
mail” to free the 11 American 
airmen imprisoned in Red China.. 
He declared the stern meas- 
ures he has urged, including a 
blockade of the China mainland, 
are less likely to plunge the 


world into atomic war than a new 


sign of Allied weakness or a 
peace-at-any-price policy. 
Knowland conceded Russian 
submarines might try to break 
up a blockade and sink United 
States ships but said he is “pre- 
pared to accept that risk.” A 
major war is another possibility, 
he said, but a remote one. 
Weakness Is Danger. 
The real danger, he asserted, 
~ that the Allies in their desire 
to achieve peace will be weak 
in the face of Communist ad- 
vances. 
“Any time you pay blackmail 
you increase the demands and I 
think the more that is paid the 
greater the demands will be,” he 
said, referring to proposals that 
35 Chinese students in this coun- 
try be swapped for the airmen. 
“IT think weakness invites war,” 
he said. “The best chance of 
keeping out of war is maintain- 
ing a position of strength and 
deal with (the Communists) on a 
basis of strength.” For this rea- 
son, he said, “I don’t think this 
is a war policy which I am sug- 
guesting.”

Yet these details were hardly no- 
ticeable. Despite the extreme 
shortness of the permitted time, 
the impressions produced by this 
experience were Go vivid—one 
might almost say so violent— 
that they alone absorbed one’s 
entire attention. 

Perhaps it is tactless to say so 
nowadays, but my dominant emo- 
tion was a sort of horrified, help- 
less admiration for the Commu- 
nist achievement—not of course 
for the thing, itself, but for the 
courage shown, the incredible 
difficulties overcome, the sheer 
brilliance of the political-mili- 
tary feat. 

Here, after all, was a huge re- 
gion with a population of close 
to 3,000,000. with no local-war 
resources except its rice produc- 
tion, with no hope of serious 
outside aid, situated at the south- 
ern extremity of Indochina, far 
from the main Communist base 
in the north. 

Red Achievement. 

Here, in this plain of Camau, 
the Committée of theSouth (the 
ruling Vietminh organ in Cochin 
China) first raised the standard 
of revolt and fixed its capital 
nine long years ago. Such arms

those days, were the sole tan- 
gible assets of the oddly mixed 
nine gh of Viet Namese Com- 

uhists and wationalists whom 
Ho Chi Minh had chosen for the 
task. 

But they had a political asset 
too. This delta of the Mekong 
had been a Vast swamp until 
the French drained it, and di- 
vided it into great landed 
estates.

I thought I even detected a 
first symptom of the ills to 
which all grown-up governments 
are liable.

(cadre is the Vietminh name for 
any trained and indoctrinated 
official or party worker) was a 
pale, delicately dandified young 
fellow. It seemed hard to be- 
lieve that he did the daily hour 
.of work in the rice fields that is 
required of all cadres to set an 
example, maintain contact with 
the peasants and eke out the tiny 
salary of rice.that the Vietmish 
Government pays. 

I was told he escaped the rice 
fields because he was an un- 
usually expert fisherman with a 
net, but I still suspected that 
he was an early specimen of the 
great genus of bureaucratic 
careerist. I may have been un- 
just, however, for the dandified 
cadre was responsible for the 
absence of an 6fficial seal on 
my exit papers. And this later 
gave me a rather bad hour of 
worry about what I would do if

The news that Ladejinsky was 
dismissed by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson came 
as a shock to embassy colleagues 
and to scores of friends of 
various nationalities. 


The Russian-born Ladejinsky’s 
name was synonymous with land 
reform and  anti-communism 
from New Delhi to Tokyo. Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur himself 
hailed land reform in Japan as a 
bloodless revolution and model 
for agrarian Asia where the 
Communists swept to power by 
exploiting peasant unrest. Lade- 
jinsky was more closely identi- 
fied with the occupation’s land 
reform program than any other 
man. 

Headed Huge Project. 


This was a huge project which 
required redistribution of 5,000,- 
000 acres of land among 5,500,- 
000 farm families. 

It did more to cut the ground 
under the Japanese Communists 
than any other occupation meas- 
ure—a fact which the Reds 
themselves admitted. Ladejinsky 
used to say, “It takes a brave 
Communist to get up in front of 
a crowd of farmers who have 
come into their own land and 
tell them they ought to give it 
te the state.” 

Today many experts consider 
land reform occupation’s most 
lasting monument. 

Born in Russia, Ladejinsky 
fled that country at 18 as the 
Bolsheviks swept into power. At 
19 he made his way to the Unit- 
ed States. He was naturalized in 
1928 and in 1935 joined the Ag- 
riculture Department. 

From December, 1945, to Au- 
gust, 1948, he was busy with 
land reform as a trusted mem- 
ber of MacArthur’s staff.

Altogether I can see where each 
one of these precious projects can 
easily run to at least five or six bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of boondoggling.

For the Long Pull 


The Administration's new military manpower 
program follows logically upon the decision to 
cut the strength of the active armed forces. 

In the judgment of President Eisenhower and 
his advisors, the nation can afford the risk of 
reducing active military strength to 2,800,000 by 
1959 or earlier. That is nearly a half-million men 
under present strength. It is nearly a million 
under the figure when Mr. Eisenhower took 
office. 

These reductions in force are possible, the 
Administration believes, because of diminished 
threat of global war. The problem now is con- 
sidered one of the “long pull,” or continued cold 
war, or “competitive co-existence,” or whatever 
name may be given to present conditions be- 
tween East and West. 

Estimates on the future, however, are neces- 
sarily so tentative and cautious that the country 
cannot let its guard down very far. Certainly the 
United States must not reduce its first line of 
defense without also building up its reserves. 
The latter is the purpose of the new plan of the 
Defense Department. 

Under this plan, some youths could volunteer 
between the ages of 17 and 19 for six months of 
active training, to be followed by nine and one. 
half years of compulsory reserve service. 

Others would be drafted under an extension 
of the selective service law for two years’ active 
duty, followed by six years of reserve service. 

As the Associated Press predicts, the Admin- 
istration may have trouble selling this program 
to Congress and the public. The prediction is 
based on past objections to universal military 
training. | 

The new program is, however, a long way 
from the first UMT plans. It deserves to be con- 
sidered for its own effectiveness and fairness. 
What does it actually do? 

It promises an active reserve of 3,000,000 men 
by 1959, with another 2,000,000 in a reserve pool. 
The present reserve system has become so in- 
adequate that a new program is essential to na- 
tional safety. 


It overcomes some of the present discrimina- 
tion between those who are drafted into uniform 
and those who are not. The two different re- 
quirements for reserve service tend to equalize 
the difference between six months’ traiging and 
two years’ active duty. And a six-month training 
period should not interfere seriously with young 
careers and education. 

This is not UMT in the original sense, and it 
is not a permanent manpower system. It is, in- 
stead, a temporary program which must be re- 


examined after 1959, but meanwhile will take up 


the slack between reduced armed strength and 
weakened reserves. 


The incoming Democratic Congress should 
judge the Republican Administration's manpow- 
er plan without reference to politics or the emo- 
tionalism which UMT aroused in the past. Na- 
tional defense must come first. America simply 
has to have stronger military reserves. 

If there is‘a better way to provide them, now 
is the time to come forward with it.

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Would Dixon-Yates Flood Out? 


Whether the proposed Dixon-Yates power 
plant would be safe from floods has now be- 
come a matter of serious doubt. 

Three of its proponents have declared the 
Army Engineers approved the site, only to re- 
tract the statement upon the vehement denial of 
the Army Engineers. Those who have made 
these seemingly erroneous statements are Adm. 
Lewis L, Strauss, chairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission; Edgar H. Dixon, president of 
Middle South Utilities, Inc., and senior partner 
in the Dixon-Yates combine; and R. W. Cook, 
AEC assistant general manager for manufac- 
turing. 


Paul E. Gourdon, consulting engineer for 
Ebasco Services, Inc., admitted he had heard 
that the site*was once a part of the channel of 
the Mississippi river. 

The question of the site’s vulnerability to 
flooding is the public’s business for more than 
one reason, 

If the plant were put out of commission by 
flood, the Government agency which had con- 
tracted for the power would have*to go on pay- 
ing for it under the terms of the contract. Ten- 
nessee Valley consumers of electricity might be 
pinched or cut off if a shortage of power ensued. 
If the shortage were critical, even AEC’s plants 
at Oak Ridge and Paducah might be pinched 
for power. 

The site that has been chosen may be to Dixon- 
Yates’s advantage. It was located on the west 
side of the Mississippi river so that it could be 
made a part of Middle South's operating com- 
pany in Arkansas. 

Whether the site is in the public interest from 
the standpoint of safety from flood is another 
question, like almost everything else about the 
Dixon-Yates contract. It is also as yet an unan- 
swered question. 
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The Last Place to Look 


The Hawkins study committee has recom- 
mended a bill calling for a 1-cent increase in 
the Missouri sales tax as part of a plan to in- 
crease state aid to the schools. It is tied in with 
another proposal setting up a new finance plan 
for distributing such aid. If approved by the 
Legislature both measures then would be sub- 
mitted to the voters in a referendum. 


Since the finance plan would not become effec- 
tive until the $16,000,000-a-year in additional 
funds that it requires are on hand, the sales tax 
proposal is the key to the cash register, and a 
very poor key it is. The sales tax is one of the 
most inequitable of all taxes. It bears heaviest 
upon those least able to pay. The proposed in- 
crease, half again the present rate of 2 cents 
on the dollar, would represent a substantial new 
load in an area where the burden is already 
heaviest. 


Compared with its per capita income Mis- 
souri can afford to spend much more on its 
schools than it does. But that is only part of 
the problem. Almost as important is the man- 
ner in which the funds are distributed. The first 
task of the Joint Legislative Education Study 
Committee, headed by State Senator C. R. 


Hawkins of Brumley, is to convince the Legis- 
lature that its finance plan provides for equit- 
able distribution of existing funds. 

That is likely to be a steep hurdle. After it is 
cleared, and only then, there will be time to 
look around for the additional funds. And the 
last place to look is in the pockets of those who 
pay the heaviest share of the sales tax. 
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Only One Diplomat Was Right

Davies, in the conduct of his duties, allegedly did 
not comport himself “in accordance with the 
standard required of foreign service officers.” 

The more perspective there is to the John 
Paton Davies case the more urgent it becomes 


‘ that the record in the case be made public so it 


can be fairly judged. As it stands, the citizen 
does not know what to believe about Mr. Davies. 
He appears to have been one of the best men in 
the foreign service. Was he dismissed in ap- 
peasement of the McCarthy-Jenner-Welker- 
Bridges wing of the G.O.P.? Was there sound 
reason to drop him after 23 years of seemingly 
satisfactory service? 

Until the Davies case is cleared up, Loy D. 
Henderson, President Eisenhower's.new Deputy 
Under Secretary of State, might as well delay 
the start of his new assignment—the revival of 
morale in our overseas diplomatic personnel. 
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A Job to Finish 


Secretary Benson’s request for the railroads 
to extend the reduced rates on hay shipped into 
drouth areas should not go unheeded. It was ob- 
vious in October, when the reduced rates went 
into effect, that Dec. 15 was an unrealistic dead- 
line—as it was last year. What is the use start- 
ing a job if it is to be dropped part-way to 
completion?

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Fear-Sick Report

tions. 

The report charges that the Ford, Rockefeller, 
Carnegie and other foundations comprise an 
“intellectual cartel” which is promoting a, So 
cialism “of far greater menace” than Commu- 
nism. 


From start to finish, the work of this House — 


committee, headed by Representative Carroll 
Reece of Tennessee, has been a-model of how 
not to conduct congressional investigations. 

It began with a preconceived idea—already dis- 
proved by an earlier investigation—that these 
endowed organizations are “socialistic” or “com- 
munistic” because their studies do not always 
support the most extremely conservative view 
of public questions, 


Its proceedings were conducted in a biased 
and prejudicial manner. The foundations them- 
selves were not even permitted to testify, and 
their sworn statements replying to the charges 
were not published by the committee. And 
finally a report is issued which the minority 
justifiably describes as the “crackpot” expression 
of “fear sickness.” 

If anybody was ever inclined to take the com- 
mittee seriously, this becomes impossible in the 
face of its indiscriminate attacks upon such 
figures as Senator-elect Case of New Jersey, Sen- 
ator Douglas of Illinois, Paul G. Hoffman and 
Edward R. Murrow. Its bitter criticism of out- 
standing newspapers like The New York Times, 
New York Herald Tribune and Washington Post, 


all of which had editorially criticized the com- . 


mittee’s methods, confirms its total lack of bal- 
ance and perspective. 

Of the five committee members, the two Dem- 
ocrats, Representatives Wayne L. Hays of Ohio 
and Mrs. Gracie Pfost of Idaho, completely re- 
pudiated the report and Representative Goodwin, 
Massachusetts Republican, signed it only with 
“strong reservations.” When the report failed to 
note these reservations, Mr. Goodwin announced 
that his signature had not been authorized. Since 
there would have been no report had he not 
signed, his weak compromise is regrettable.

Nearly complete reports received by 
the Missouri State Department of Edu- 
cation at Jefferson City show that in-

1 districts accounting for 75 per 
cam of the state’s Negro pupils. 

The state -has about 63,000 Negro 
‘pupils, of whom 44,000 are concentrated 
in the four largest cities — St. Louis 
(33,000), Kansas City (10,500), St. Jo- 
seph (400) and Springfield (350). In 
all of these cities desegregation has 
begun this year. 

Reports on progress in some other 
communities follow: 

SIKESTON (population, 11,600; 20 
Negro ‘high school pupils in enrollment 
of 675—about 3 per cent). 

This Bootheel town, in Scott county, 
formerly sent its high school ae ne 
Charleston, 16 miles away. Supt. L 
Twitty believes that the Sikeston paaed 
of Education was the first in the state 
to take positive action. It was on June 
1 that the board announced that Negro . 
pupils in the eleventh and twelfth 
grades would be accepted in the Sikes- 


-ton. high school during the coming year. 


The board acted early in order to give 
the public three months to think about 
the matter and to “cool off” if neces- 
sary. No cooling off proved to be 
needed. The general community feel- 
ing, according to Supt. Twitty, was that 
the decision had been wise. He adds: 
“Our assumptions have thus far been 
correct, in that we have had absolutely 
no trouble, Our white youngsters have 
apparently accepted the Negroes as in- 
dividuals with no particular bias be- 
cause of their color. 


“We have found that the reactions —

ACK-TRACKING THROUGH AMERICAN .HISTORY is not 


Rew enjoyable, but can also 


be revealing and instructive. We 


continually find, as is to be expected, that there’s nothing new 
under the sun in‘our politics and our national viewpoints; that 


the same ideas keep recurring, 


and that projects considered as 


radical and unorthodox by some in these latter days had been 
embraced by very proper and respectable leaders a long time ago. 


As far back, for instance, as 
77 years, back to the safe and 
sound Rutherford B, Hayes, who 
became a Republican President,

To 
this end, liberal and permanent 
provision should be made for 
the support of free schools by 
the state governments and, if 
need be, supplemented by le- 
gitimate aid from national au- 
thority.”

Our era, the late Senator Taft. 
He was a champion of Federal 
aid to education and:got his bill 

ugh the: Senate 1949 in 
the Ejightieth Republican Con- 
gress only to see it suffocated 
in the House in a controversy 
over inclusion of parochial 
schools that was not compro- 
mised. 


Today practical legislators in- 
terested in our schools are aim- 
ing lower. They seek only fed- 
eral aid to help states with con- 
struction of school buildings and 
facilities, instead of the broader 
aims embodied in the Taft bil 
which also included help on gen- 
eral operating expenses so that 
the beggarly salaries paid to 
teachers might be improved. 


Eisenhower Catches Up. 


But even f: ‘eral aid for school 
construction is opposed by some 
interests and groups today as 
“socialistic” and a violation of 
state rights. 

President Eisenhower, how- 
ever, has caught up with Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes so far as school 
construction is concerned. In a 
message to Congress last year he 
saidr “The Federal Government 
should stand ready to assist 
states which demonstrably can- 
not provide sufficient school 
buildings.” ’ 


However, the Administration 


has opposed a federal aid pro- 
gram until completion of a se- 


ries of studies now being made 
by states amd until a national 
conference scheduled to meet 
here next Nov. 28, nearly a year 
away. :, 
Mearwhile, every 15 minutes 
30 more children, enough to fill 
a classroom, reach school age. 
Our debilitated school plant, 
which was not kept up during 
the depression and the second 
World War, continues to burst 
open at the seams. The “war 
babies” now are crowding the 
lower grades and before long 
will begin to stampede the high 
schools. 
Luckily, however, there are re- 
sponsible members of Congress 
who intend to press for a school 
construction aid program in the 
new Eighty-fourth Congress and 
refuse to wait for the word from 
our Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, Mrs. Oveta 
Culp Hobby, who opposed action 
by the last Congress. 


Congress Ready to Act. 


Senator Lister Hill (Dem.),

Their education must not 
be impaired by the serious class- 
room shortages Which exist in 
every state.” 


Cooper vs. Mrs. Hobby. 


Advocates of Federal aid will 
miss Senator Sherman Cooper 
(Rep.), Kentucky, who was de- 
feated in November. He almost 
got a school construction bill 
through the Senate last session 
despite the publicly expressed 
opposition of Secretary Hobby. 
It was killed in the closing min-

In a statement afterward, Sen- 
ator Cooper said the measure 
was defeated by Democratic 
Senators who were fearful that 
it would help carry out the Su- 
preme Court decision banning 
segregation in public schools.

'No Problem in Germany. 


Even if the principle of civil- 
ian supremacy were not in- 
volved, as a practical matter the 
decision on how to resist attack 
—except in the most obvious 
case—cannot be made until the 
nature of the attack is disclosed. 

And it is in the highest de- 
gree imrrobable, supposing the 
Soviets are intending to attack, 
that they will choose to attack 
in the very way for which we 
are most thoroughly prepared, 
on the very ground where we 
are most completely united, in a 
form which clarifies all the is- 
sues for us. 

The problem of how to deal 
with a great variety of unpre- 
dictable situations is not a new 
one in military science. The 
solution of the problem is not 
in trying to decide in advance 
precisely how you Will react to 
every conceivable concrete act 
of war. That is impossible. 


A Force in Being. 
The true solution consists in 
having powerful forces in being. 
Such a force in being produces 
a balance of power. When there 
is a balance of power there will

Widening a Little War. 


If that were the only kind of 
attack that is possible, the prob- 
lem of who has authority to use 
nuclear weapons would be easy 
to solve.

But suppose the attack is of 
a wholly different kind. What 
then?.

The Spoor of Branch Rickey. | 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20. 


HE day Branch Rickey 
"T vacated his offige at 215 
** Montague street, Brook- 
lyn, down came the portrait 
of Abraham Lincoln from the 
‘wall behind his desk and up 
went a picture of George V. 
McLaughlin of the Brooklyn 
Trust Co., which used to hold 
the Dodgers in hock. 

One by one since then, 
traces of the Rickey era have 
been eradicated from the 
Dodgers’ organization, though 
of course some remain to this 
day. To mention a few, there 
is Jackie Robinson, there is 
Duke Snider, there is Gil 
Hodges, and there are the 
Audubon prints on the office 
wall which mask blackboards 
listing the rosters of teams in 
the Rickey-cultivated farm 
system. 

The other day the Dodgers 
rubbed the last visible evi- 
dence of a player deal which 
may have been Rickey’s mas- 
ter stroke as a horse-trader. 
They sold to the Baltimore 
Orioles Preacher Roe and 
Billy Cox, the only surviving 
big leaguers among the six 

layers involved in a Brook- 

-Pittsburgh swap in De- 
cember 1947. 

That winter Rickey sent 
Dixie Walker, Hal Gregg and 
Vic Lombardi to the Pirates 
for Roe, Cox and Gene Mauch. 
Now the last of them are gone, 
but the records remain to 
testify as to the effect of their 
presence. The records show 
that Roe and Cox played on 
three pennant teams, that 
Roe won 93 and lost 37 games 
for Brooklyn, and that for 
seven seasons the Dodgers had 
the best third baseman in the 
world, even though he couldn't 
always make the team. 


Three-Letter Men. 


ETWEEN them, Cox and 

Roe share another record, 

according to Allan Roth, 
Brooklyn's mathematical gen- 
ius whose word is unimpeach- 
able in matters statistical. 
Sharing living quarters on the 
road, they established a world 
mark for extended fraternal 
felicity between roommates 
with the shortest names. 


In his four seasons with the 
Pirates, Roe won’ 34 games 
and lost 37. The fact that he 
didn’t win 50 per cent of his 
games does not mean he 
wasn’t a .500 pitcher. He 
wasn't a big winner because 
he wasn’t physically fit, due 
to a skull fracture suffered in 
a scuffle growing out of a 
basketball game in Arkansas. 


There was no secret about 
this but there was reasonable 
doubt regarding Roe’s chances 
for complete recovery. Rickey 
took the gamble. In every 
Brooklyn season until 1954, 
the Preacher was a big win- 
ner. One year his record was 
19 victories and 11 defeats, 
another year it was 22 and 
three. 

Twice he led the National 
League in winning percent- 
age. In the 1949 world series 
he pitched a six-hit shutout 
against the Yankees in the 
only game the Dodgers won. 
In 1953 he beat the Yankees 
again, 5 to 3. 


Pinnacle of Fame. 


E was as good as a pitcher 
H can get without a fast 

ball. He was, in fact, even 
better than that, for he 
achieved a pinnacle of fame 
beyond the aspirations of such 
sterling athletes as Alex Sock- 
alexis, Bill Wambsganss and 
Alex Wojciechowicz; his name 
appeared in crossword puz- 
zles opposite the definition, 
“Brooklyn's preacher.” 

All this is written in the 
past tense because the evi- 
dence now available suggests 
that Roe’s future as a pitcher 
is all behind him. He wall pass 
his thirty-seventh birthday 
before the Orioles open their 
training camp. His pitching 
Was a sometime thing in 1954, 
when he won three and lost 
four games.

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Whale Hunters Off Again for Antarctic 


Industry Booming for Norway, Top Whaling Nation, as New Uses Are Found for Product

SANDEFJORD, Norway. 
FEW WEEKS ago a huge, 
blunt-nosed ship pulled out 
of this Scandinavian port 

and headed for the gloomy, ice- 
berg-laden seas at the bottom 
of the world. 

The big ship was the last of 
nine to head out into the Skag- 
erak this fall. Their mission: To 
hunt the largest creature ever 
known, the mighty whale. Near- 
ly 90 per cent of the world’s 
supply of whale oil, the mon- 
ster’s chief product, comes from 
the Antarctic. 

Whaling, though an antique 
industry, is a. modern, booming 
business here in the Land of 
the Midnight Sun. The catch of 
the nation’s nine expeditions 
during the 76-day season last 
winter brought the equivalent 
of $29,500,000, an increase of 
20 per cent over the previous 
year. Whale oil production was 
up 25 per cent over 1953 and 
more than double the figure for 
1946. 

The sharp tise in income and 
production sent prices of whal- 
ing company stocks shooting up- 
ward on _the Oslo Exchange. 
Shares of whaling companies, 
with guch names as Kosmos, 
Pelagos, Ornen, Polaris and 
Odd A-S, om the average have 
climbed 26 per cent in the past 
year, compared with a 6 per 
cent gain for stocks of the ship- 
ping companies, long a major 
Norwegian industry. 

Norway has been top dog of 
the whaling business for more 
than half a century. The Nor- 
wegian expeditions this year ac- 
counted for 47 per cent of the 
whale oil output of the 17 fleets 
that hunted in Antarctic waters. 
Other expeditions flew the flags 
of Britain, Japan, South Africa, 
The Netherlands and Russia. 

Another energetic whaler is 
Greek-born Aristotle Socrates 
Onassis, reputedly one of the 
world’s richest men. His fleet, 
hunting whales in the Pacific 
while waiting for the Antarctic 
season to open, ran into diffi- 
culties last month. Five of his 
ships were seized by Peru, which 
claimed the vessels were operat- 
ing in waters the South Améri- 
can nation has barred to foreign 
fishing vessels. Peru claims ter- 
yitorial rights to waters within 
200 miles of its coast. 

Whale products, long ago 
ousted from such traditional 
functions as lighting lamps and 
providing stays for women’s 
corsets, are making a strong 
comeback on other fronts, rang- 
ing from the breakfast table to 
the boudoir. 

Far and away the biggest 
users of whale oil now are mar- 


garine producers outside the, 


United States. The vegetable 
oils used by American mar- 
garine makers generally are 
either too expensive or just un- 
available elsewhere, so whale oil 
is substituted. Margarine now 
accounts for well over 80 per 
cent of the revenue derived 
from a whale. 

Whale oil also crops up as a 
base: for such products as lip- 
stick, vanishing cream, shaving 
cream, shampoo and detergents. 
Breeders of chickens, cattle and 
pigs have found whale meat or 
meal more-than-acceptable fare 
for their animals. Fox and mink 
breeders have learned a whale- 
meat diet makes the pelts of 
those animals softer, richer, and 
more valuable. 
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EW uses for whale products 

are being turned up daily in 

busy laboratories here in 
hilly, little Sandefjord, the 
world’s whaling capital. Thor- 
lief <Arentz, director of the 
town’s two biggest whale-oil 
processing plants, A/S Sandar 
Fabrikkeer and A/S _ Jahres 
Kjemiske Fabrikker, says, “‘Most 
people probably don’t realize 
it, but the uses to which whales 
are put these days are almost 
endless, and are constantly 
changing as the result of re- 
search and price changes in com- 
peting products.” 

The heart of each Antarctic 
whaling expedition is the float- 
ing factory, a ship of 20,000 tons 
or more. Each ‘factory is 
equipped with a huge slipway, 
running from the surface of the 
sea to its afterdeck. The 125-ton 
whale carcasses are hauled up 


‘ the slipways, cut up and fed into 


vast cookeries below decks to 
extract the oil. 

The actual whale hunting is 
done by the factory’s dozen fast, 
little “catcher” boats. 

Many of the catchers are cap- 
able of 17 knots or more, which 
matches the speed of their prime 
quarry, the 100-foot blue whale. 
S a whale, a_ lookout 
perched high atop the catcher’s 
rocking mast will shout: “Hyval- 
blaast”—the Norwegian equiva- 
lent of “Thar she blows.” 

After the catcher kills the

whale with its harpoon gun, the 
whale is pumped full of com- 
pressed air so it will float. 
Then the catcher either tows 
the catch back to the factory 
ship or leaves that job to one 
of the towboats that accom- 
panies the expedition. 

The lookout’s call is one of 
the few whaling practices which 
hasn’t changed in the past 100 
years. In the mid-1800s, whal- 
ing ships were wooden sailing 
vessels of about 400 tons, about 
the size of the present catchers. 
Each carried four to seven 
“whaleboats” on its deck. 


When the lookout spotted a 
whale, he sounded his cry and 
the boats were lowered. From 
then on, it was up to the muscle 
of the oarsmen, the skill of the 
harpoonist and the luck of the 
whaleboat’s crew. The sea, or 
the whale’s huge fin, often 
would smash the small boat be- 
fore the crew.completed its job. 
Dead whales were cut up in the 
water beside the ship, the meat 
and blubber boiled on deck and 
the oil stored in wooden casks. 

* *« * 

HE present-day Norwegian 

expeditions make the 7000- 

mile jaunt to the Antarctic 
in about six weeks. Whaling 
stations on South Georgia, South 
Orkneys, South Shetlands and 
South Sandwich islands serve as 
a source of fuel and other. sup- 
plies. Since 1925, the icy Ross 
Sea has been a major hunting 
ground. 

Of the 12,500 men aboard the 
19 whaling expeditions now 
headed toward the Antarctic, 
some 60 per cent are Norwe- 
gian. Norway’s whalers hail 
mostly from Sandefjord or the 
neighboring communities of 
Tonsberg and Larvik. Thou- 
sands of other persons here- 
abouts hold stock in whaling 
companies or work for firms 
supplying products the expedi- 
tions need. 

Whalers are well paid by Nor- 
wegian standards. The top har- 
poon -gunner last season, Arne 
Skontorp of Tonsberg, pulled 
down the equivalent of $11,000 
for less than three months’ 
shooting, more than twice as 
much as the annual pay of Nor- 
way’s Prime Minister. The aver- 
age gunner got $7000. 

Sandefjord residents, of course, 
are eager for any news of the 
whaling expeditions. The local 
newspaper, Sandefjord Blad, has 
a reporter aboard a floating fac- 
tory now headed for the Ant- 
arctic, although it has no corre- 
spondent in Norway’s, capital,

less than three hours away. 

For nearly a century, the 
whale has been fighting a los- 
ing battle against the advances 
of technology. The monster got 
its biggest blow in 1867, when 
Svend Foyn of Tonsberg pat- 
ented the first model of the 
gun now used by most catchers. 
The gun fires a four-foot, 100- 
pound harpoon. The cap of the 
harpoon contains an explosive 
and a time fuse, which sets it 
off three seconds after striking. 
The head behind the cap has 
12-inch _ barbs, 
which open out into the body 
of the whale, 

This powerful weapon, in the 
hands of a capable gunner, 
makes life difficult for the hap- 
less whale. Says Arthur Stokken 


’ Nilssen, an experienced Norwe- 


gian marksman: “I shoot at be- 
tween 200 and 300 whales a 
season. If more than 10 or 15 
get away, I'm not doing well.” 
He usually gets his whale with 
one shot, sometimes from as 
much as 300: feet away. 


Much more recently, new 
problems have been piling up 
for the whale. The Greek ship- 
ping magnate, Aristotle Onassis, 
in 1951 pioneered the use of the 
helicopter as a whale spotter. 
Chr. Salvesen & Co. Leith, Scot- 
land, for the first time is plac- 
ing two British-built Sikorskys 
on each of its two floating fac- 
tories. One of the Norwegian 
expeditions, Melsom & Melsom, 
of Larvik, also is using a Sikor- 
sky this year.

Later, in the days of chivalry, 
custom decreed“*that a huge 
log be used as foundation for 
the hearth fire in medieval cas- 
tles, as well as in the humbler 
homes of commoners.

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Many catchers nowadays are 
equipped with “echo-sounders,” 
a device used during World 
War II to locate submarines. 
The apparatus sends out super- 
sonic signals, which bounce back 
to the catcher when they strike 
any obstruction, such as a whale. 
By calculating the strength of 
the returning signals, the de- 
vice can track a whale while 
the animal is under water, so 
that the harpoonist will be in 
position for 2 shot when the 
whale surfaces. 


A simpler devcie is the “Sea 
Scarer,” which merely sends out 
supersonic signals and has no 
receiver. Norwegians find the 
signals often frighten the whale, 
causing it to swim in an easily- 
followed straight line and to 
come up for air more frequently. 
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UT the electronics gadget 
BP tnae's had the greatest im- 

pact on whaling is radar. It 
has helped whalers eliminate 
the last serious hazard of their 
trade, the undetected iceberg. 
Suren Fagerli of Sandefjord, a 
retired whaling skipper, can’t 
recall any iceberg mishap in- 
volving a radar-equipped ship. 
Radar also helps the factory 
ships keep track of their catch- 
ers. 


Whaling companies for sev- 
eral years have been experi- 
menting with an electric har- 
poon, which wofld kill a whale 
instantly. Even after a well- 
placed shot with a Svend Foyn 
gun, a catcher now sometimes 
must spend an hour or more 
wearing out a wounded monster 
and waiting for him to die. 


All this, however, leaves the 
whalers with one major worry: 


‘The new gadgets may be so ef- 


ficient they'll put the whalers 
out of business by wiping out 
the whale.

The closing date 
for all Antarctic whales will be 
set by the Bureau of Interna- 
tional Whaling Statistics here as 
soon as incoming reports indi- 
cate the 15,500 limit is about to 
be reached. 


There’s no individual quota 
for each nation, so all expedi- 
tions in the Antarctic scramble 
for the largest possible share of 
the total. 


The conservationists have 
plenty of historical basis for 
their fears the whale may some 
day become extinct. The first 
species ever hunted on a big 
scale was the “right” whale, so 
called, according to legend, be- 
cause it was considered the right 
whale to hunt. Its mouthful of 
plastic-like baleen, used to strain 
its food, at one time brought as 
much as $10,000 a ton; its meat 
and blubber were used for oil. 
In addition, the right whale was 
fairly tame and easy to kill. 
Right whales are so scarce now 
that the internatimnal agreement 
forbids hunting them at all.

West, on lead, did some hud- 
dling on his own account, and 
instead of coming out with the 
unbid suit, spades, chose’ the 
bold lead of the club eight, right 
into North’s five-club bid. 


This lead had the desired ef- 
fect. South felt that the con- 
servative contract demanded con- 
servative play, so he put up the 
club ace and led a trump to his 
ace. East, to discourage a trump 
finesse, played the eight on this 
trick, and South made the nat- 
ural follow-up play of the trump 
king. (A finesse, exposing him 
to the immediate loss of a trump, 
a spade and a club, would have 
been inexcusable even though it 
would have worked.) 


With the trump situation re- 
vealed, South now collected his 
four diamond tricks, discarding 
dummy’s spade. East also dis- 
carded a spade—it would have 
been a frightful error to use the 
high trump on the fourth dia- 
mond. Now South slipped, with 
a vengeance. Overlooking the 
small matter of how he would 
get out of dummy, he ruffed a 
spade. As it happened he then 
could have recovered by leading 
the club queen, but that didn’t 
even occur to him. He led a low 
club, and East took charge. 
Holding the trick with the jack, 
East cashed the trump queen, 
drawing dummy’s last trump, 
then laid down the ace of spades 
to defeat the “conservative” con- 
tract. 

Aside from any other consid- 
eration, it does seem that South 
might have led his remaining 
club before ruffing the spade. 
Then, even if West nervily 
ducked and South guessed wrong, 
playing the 10, East would have 
to concede the contract.
